The next morning the old gen- 
tleman finding out what had 
befallen his tree, which, by the 
way, Was a great favourite, 
came into the house, and with 
much warmth asked for the 
mischievous author, declaring 
at the same time, that he would 
not have taken five guineas for 
his tree. Nobodv could tell him 
anything about it. Presently 
George and his hatchet made 
their appearance. George, said 
his father, do you know who 
killed that beautiful little 
cherry-tree yonder in the gar- 
den? This was a tough ques- 
tion; and George staggered 
under it for a moment; but

NAVY COURT nOLDS 
CAPTAING OF GRAFT 
CAUSED o-4 WRECK 


Shown by Officers, 
Report Says. 


ADVISES DETACHING 
ADMIRAL BRUMBY 


Did Not Show “Superior Intel- 
ligent Guidance” Expected 
in Rescue, Is Charge. 


| Responsibility for the collision o 
ithe submarine S-4 and the Coast Guard | 
| destroyer Paulding was placed jointly | 
| on the commanders of the two vessels | 

| by the Navy court of inquiry. 
| In its findings, the court ec 
| mended the detachment of Rear Ad- 
| miral Frank H. Brumby, who was in 
i charge of the salvage operations over 
| the sunken submarine, from the com- 
‘mand of the control force, which in- 
cludes submarines in the Atlantic fleet 
Brumby failed, the court held, to 
“contribute that superior and intelli- 
gent guidance, force and sound judg- 
,; ment expected from an officer of his 
length of service, experience and posi- | 

' tion,” in the rescue work. 
Devoting much of its report to a 
view of the efforts to rescue the crew | 
of the S-4, and to raise the submersible 
which have been the subject of criitl- 
'cism from some quarters, the court de- 
clared that “no known devices or | 
equipment not employed in the rescue 
operations, either in the Navy or owned 
‘by commercial organizations, could) 
have saved the lives of those on board 

the &-4.” 


Rescue Efforts Praised.

“The Navy Department assembled at: 
Provincetown in the shortest time pos- | 
| sible all officers and men in the Navy | 
best qualified in deep-sea rescue and 
i-salvage operations,” the court reported 
adding that the operations to rescue | 
the S-4’s crew were “logical, sound and 
the most promising of early success” 
“Everything was done to save the 
lives of those on board the S-4 that | 
could have been done under the weather 
| conditions that existed,” tt was added 
“but rescue under those conditions was 
beyond human power.”

Fine of $1,000 Is Imposed on 
W. Sherman Burns; All 
Released After Appeal.

Jail sentences were meted out yes% 
terday to Harry F. Sinclair, wealthy oil 
operator and sportsman; W. J. Burnes, 
widely known detective, and Henry 
Mason Day, of New York, for their part 
in the shadowing last fall of the Fall- 
Sinclair oil trial jury. W. Sherman 
Burns, the other defendant, was let off 
with a fine. 

After a criminal contempt hearing 
that continued for weeks, Justice Bide 
dons sentenced Sinclair to serve six 
months in the District of Columbia 
Jail.

Justice Siddons levied a four-month 
jail sentence on Day, who is a confi-

Cites Breakdown of Trial, 

Justice Siddons, who declared the 
mistrial, and presided at the contempt 
hearing terminated yesterday, laid down 
‘for the first time the broad principle 
that shadowing an “unsuspected jury” 
was unlawful, that it tended to ob- 
Struct justice and therefore was con- 
tempt of court. 

“A disastrous thing happened here,” 
| he said; “a breakdown in a criminal 
_trial, a breakdown that was clearly 
| due to the action of the respondents. 
It broke down because there was sure 
| veillance of the jury.” 
| As each of the four men found guilty 
_by the court was called up for sentence 
| he was asked by the justice whether he 
‘had anything to say for himself. W. 
Sherman Burns, the first to be sen-« 
| tenced, refused to ask mercy for him- 
self but told the court that if there 
was mercy to be meted out he hoped 
the court would give it to his father, 
_founder of the Burns International De- 
tective Agency, who several years ago 
was head of the Department of Justice's 
Bureau of Investigation. 


Lenient to Young 


Hurns. 

The court said he was imposing a 
lenient fine on young Burns because he 
had aided the district attorney in In- 
'vestigating the shadowing of the Fall- 
‘Sinclair jury. 

Justice Siddons told Day, who hired 
_the Burns men for Sinclair, that he had 

“showed loyalty to a friend (Sinclair) 
| greater than loyalty to the land,” but 

that he had violated the law. That 

_ loyalty, he added, made a stern duty 
| unpleasant, but in sentencing him he 

was taking it into consideration with a 

| degree of admiration. 
Justice Siddons did not review the 
evidence in the case to any great exr, 
/ tent, bdt he declared that it had con- 
vinced him that the two oll men and 
two detectives had violated the law and 
| had acted in contempt of court in 
| shadowing the oil jury. 


Notice of Appeal Filed, 


After the last sentence, that of Sin- 
, Clair, had been pronounced, counsel for 
| the defense filed notice of appeal. 
| Justice Siddons fixed Sinclair's bond 
at $5,000, Day’s at $3,000 and that of 
each of the Burns at $1,000. 

From the courtroom the four, with 
| their attorneys, went to the office of 
| the clerk, where the bonds were pre- 
pared and signed. The respondents 
| were released’ On personal recognizance 
(tonight with an assurance that the 
| bonds would be furnished by a bond- 
ing company in the morning. None of 
the men sentenced, except W. Sherman. 
Burns, would discuss the case, 

That they would be found guilty had 
been a foregone conclusion, since 
Justice Siddons ruled two weeks ago 
that jury shadowing was unlawful. 

Sinclair will go on trial April 2°in 
the same court where he was convicted 
today on charges of having conspired 
with Fall to defraud the Government 
in the Teapot Dome lease.

and restored to a nation that owes him 
its birthright. 

Plans for the project, approved by 
the National Fine Arts Commission and 
the Secretary of War, and outlining a 
program involving expenditure of $500,- 
000, were released yesterday by Mrs. 
Harry Lee Rust, president of the Wake- 
field National Memorial Association. 

The program calls for reconstruction 
of the old Colonial mansion in which 
Washington was born; restoration of an 
ancient log cabin found on the estate; 
development of 70 acres of land ad- 
joining the property; and dredging of 
the river channel to permit boats to 
make scheduled trips from Washington 
to Wakefield. 

Included in the property to be im- 
proved is the old family graveyard, in 
which rest the great-grandfather, the 
grandfather and the father of Wash- 
ington. A circular bullding, capped by 
a dome, is to be erected over the tiny 
plot, and the whole surrounded by a 
grove of cedar trees. 


Burned on Christmas. 


It was Christmas of 1780 that the 
Washington home at Wakefield burned 
to the ground. So meager are the ex- 
tant descriptions of the mansion, that 
until 1924, when the Wakefield Na- 
tional Memorial Association organized, 
no one could say with certainty what 
manner of home Washington was born 
in. There were those who denied he 
was born at Wakefield at all. 

After four years of research under 
the auspices of the association, experts 
entrusted with the task of unearthing 
the secret of its original design, are 
certain they have arrived at the truth. 

Architect Edward W. Donn, !fr., has 
drafted plans for a colonial mansion of 
the “golden age” before the Revolution 
Like the original, the building will have 
eight rooms, four down stairs with a 
connecting passage, and four, much 
smaller, in the second story, or attic. 
There are two huge brick chimneys at 
one end of the bultlding. 

Investigation having shown that the 
old home was built of bricks molded 
and baked on the Wakefield estate, ar- 
rangements have been made to mak?e 
the bricks, for the restored structure 
from the original clay pit, recently 
discovered. Thus, the reclining man- 
sion will never be “new.” 


Completed In 1932. 


According to the plans announced 
yesterday by Mrs. Rust, the cestored 
bullding will be ready for dedication 
by 1932, when the nation will hold its 
bicentennial celebration of the birth of 
Washington. 

School children throughout the coun- 
try will be appealed to tn the course 
of the memorial association’s cam- 
paign to raise the $500,000 necessary for 
completion of the project. Already the 
local board of education has assented to 
& collection in the District schools, 
walving a rigid rule in doing so. 

After four years of activity the or- 
ganization has 812,000 in cash assets, 
$19,000 In pledges and 70 acres of land 
it has purchased adjoining the Govern- 
ment tract, where a granite monument 
now marks the site of the Washington 
homestead. 

The Washington family first settled 
on a part of the present Wakefield es- 
tate in 1665, a full century before the 
American Revolution. 

Its founder, Col. John Washington, 
great-grandfather of George Washing- 
ton, who came from England to West- 
moreland, Va., in 1656, died and was 
buried at Wakefield two decades later. 
He was succeeded by his sons, Ma}. 
Lawrence Washington and Capt. John 
Washington. 

After their marriages the family lived 
in separate parts of the Wakefield es- 
tate, and when the house in which 
George Washington was born burned in 
1780, they continued to live in other 
structures on the tract. Descendants 
still live on a part of the same Wake- 
field estate, a continuous possession for 
262 years or 8 generations. There 
are buried the first four successive gen- 
erations of Washingtons. ; 


Moves to Mount Vernon. 


It was in this old English mansion 
at Wakefield, then, that George Wash- 
ington first saw the light of day, Feb- 
ruary 22, 1732. Between three and four 
years later he moved away with his par- 
ents to their estate of 2,500 acres, which 
embraced the present Mount Vernon. 
Here he passed about four more years 
of his boyhood. 

The little family next moved to a 
280-acre tract “with a mansion house,” 


previuosly part of the estate of William. 


Strother, in King George County, lo- 
cated about 2 miles east of Fredericks- 
burg. The estate was purchased No- 
vember 2, 1738, and five years later the 
father, Augustine Washington, died. 

After the death of his father Wash- 
ington stayed alternatively with his 
brother, Augustine Washington, jr., at 
Wakefield, in Westmoreland County, 
and with his mother on her estate, 
Little Falls, on the Rappahannock. 

At the age of 16, he returned to 
Mount Vernon, and in 1752 he inherited 
this estate. 


The intervening period he passed in 
several places “essential to his social in- 
terests,” in Fairfax, Stafford, King 
George, Westmoreland, and Spotsylvania 
Counties and the city of Fredericksburg. 
For a portion of this interval he was en- 
gaged as Official surveyor for the county 
of Culpeper and Lord Fairfax, in the 
upper northern neck of Virginia. 


Protected by Farmer. 


During most of the years Wakefield 
has been known to be the birthplace of 
Washington it has been neglected. It 
was first marked by his stepson, who 
placed a smal! tablet to establish the 
spot after the fire. A farmer, into whose 
hands the property subsequently fell, 
protected the ruins as best he could 
from the onslaughts of souvenir hunt- 
ers. 
Although the State of Virginia had 
planned to build a Wakefield memorial, 
the Civil War forced abandonment of 
the plans, and they were never resumed. 

Congress, however, in 1879, appro- 
priated $3,000 for the erection of a 
monument at the spot. The resolution 
was redrafted after two years had 
passed, increasing the appropriation to 
$30,000. A granite monument finally 
was erected there in the “nineties.” 

The Wakefield National Memorial As- 
sociation, whose reconstruction plans 
were just announced yesterday, in- 
augurated the movement for a restored 
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social life of the city.

It was established that the house 
was of brick, and not of wood as had 
been widely reported. Quantities of 
the brick, buried tn the earth, had es- 
caped the attention of 
hunters They were of a pecullarly 
mottied surface and burned with a liq- 
uld acid that formed a grayish fire- 
proof glaze. 

Research also established details of 
the external appearance of the house. 
Existing foundations indicated a front- 
age about double the depth. The walls 
extend down only a few fer The fact 
that the present surface level must av- 
erage at least a foot above the level it 
had when Washington was a boy, en- 
abled investigators to determine the 
depth of the basement story. 

As the foundations g-vern the helght 
of a building, they were able to calcu- 
late this distance, and through other 
data worked out the nature of the roof 
and the construction of the first two 
storys. 

The room in which George Washing- 
ton was born was at the left back cor- 
ner of the house, which was double 
faced, with one front toward the high- 
way and the other toward the water, 
two front doors connected by a hall 
running across the house. 


Broken Crockery Found. 


The present plans call for the recon- 
struction of the outside kitchen on the 
site of the foundation of the great 
chimney, located some distance from 
the main foundations. Here the care- 
taker of the estate will make his home. 

It was at this spot that many pleces of 
broken crockery have been found, some 
of which are now on exhibition in the 
National Museum. Reproductions have 
been made from the crockery, and sou- 
venir duplicates will be sold at the 
housé. 

The reconstructed mansion will be 
equipped with priceless Washington 
relics still extant in various parts of 
the country and the library is to be 
stocked with volumes corresponding to 
those in a list unearthed by the asso~- 
ciation’s historian of books once 
shelved in the room. 

It will not be easy to stock the cel- 
lar. The historian has records telling 
of “eleven gallons of spirits, seven and 
one-half gallons of brandy, one hogs- 
head of Teneriffe wine, fourteen bot- 
tles of white wine and 23 bottles of 
ale’’ once stored in its vaults. 

Other equipment included “seven 
wine glasses, three beer glasses, one 
horn punch ladle, three carved beer 
glasses, thirteen carved wine glasses 
and twenty and one-half dozens of 
quart bottles.” 


Plans for Endowment. 


In order to endow the estate, the 
Wakefield National Memorial Associa- 
tion has established associate, honorary, 
contributing, supporting and life mem- 
berships.

GAG IN BREWER'S TRIAL 
CHARGED BY PALMTOAND 


Antisaloon League’s Head 
Also Assisted in Picking 
Jury, He Adds. 


While Joseph R. Brewer, recently ac-~ 
quitted of a charge of murder in the 
Federal Court at Baltimore, was re- 
stored to active duty yesterday as a pro- 
hibition enforcement agent, Represen- 
tative Palmisano, of Maryland, in the 
House, declared that Judge W C. Cole- 
man, who presided at the Brewer trial, 


had “gagged” the Baltimore press at the 
instance of the Antisaloon League. 

At the same time, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Amos W. W. Woodcock, 
of Baltimore, who acted as defense 
counsel for Brewer in the murder trial, 
announced in reply to a letter from 
Palmisano that he would not prosecute 
Brewer on charges of violation of the 
prohibition laws because he did not be- 
lieve the testimony introduced at the 
murder trial to ‘he effect that Brewer 
had been interested in stills and had 
accepted a bribe for protecting a dis- 
tiller. 

Representative Palmisano, who ts the 
author of a pending resolution provid- 
ing for an inquiry into the administra- 
tion of John Herbert as prohibition ad- 
ministrator of the Washington-Mary- 
land district, in his speech yesterday 
also charged that the superintendent of 
the Antisaloon League in Maryland had 
“privately” assisted the district attorney 
in selecting jurors for prohibition case#. 

After telling how Judge Coleman had 
laid down the rule that no photographs 
be made in the Brewer trial, and that 
reporters should not use such words as 
“killer” or “murderer,” Palmisano said: 
“I am sorry to see that. they have been 
able to use Judge Coleman in this mat- 
ter, a man who had commanded the 
respect of the members of the bar and 
the public, which respect, I fear, he has 
lost when he permits the Antisaloon 
League to have him put the gag on 
the newspapers.” 

Prohibition Commissioner Doran, in 
announcing the restoration of Brewer 
to duty, said that he would be retained 
with the Baltimore prohibition force, 
Under this order, Brewer will be pre- 
cluded from operating in the District 
and in Southern Maryland, where he 
was alleged to have killed Charles V. 
Gundlach. His duties will keep him tn 
Baltimore, Western Maryland and in 
the Eastern Shore District. 


ANIMALS TRAPPED 
IN BLAZING BARNS 


A horse and other animals were 
burned to death last night in a fire

Tulsa, Okla., Feb. 21 (A. P.).—The Re- 
publican protective tarif?’ law was 
blamed for the ills of the farmers by 
Senator Reed, of Missouri, tonight in 
the second prepared address of his 
Western Democratic presidential cam- 
paign. , 

“If the farmer could buy on the 
Same price level upon which he must 
sell,” Senator Reed declared, “he would 


have an even chance in the race of life 
But the manufacturers, chiefly of the 
East, were determined to deny him that 
natural right.” 

Renewing the war on “corruption jn 
Government” which he declared last 
night in Texas, the Missourian insisted 
the present tariff act was enacted in re- 
sponse to “the vast sums of money put 
up by these manufacturers to elect the 
Republican ticket.” 

Because of the tariff he argued that 
the farmer was compelled to sell upon 
the European level “and then to buy 
upon a level which had been arti- 
ficially boosted by a tariff law and by 
combinations back of that law.” 


Hopes for Harmony. 


The militant Missourian found a fertile 
field here to preach the gospel of party 
harmony to which he pledged his cam- 
paign in the West. He took cognizance 
of factional difficulties in this State but 
said he knew “nothing of the merits 
of these controversies.” 

“We all hope,” he said, “to see the

THE CHILD LABOR BILL, 


When the present District of Columbia child 
labor law was passed in 1908 its standards 
came up to the average of the various State 


laws. Since then, however, there has been a 
marked advance in the standards of child 
labor legislation, and today the District of 
Columbia law falls far short of what is con- 
sidered the minimum requirement. Several] ef- 
forts have been made to amend the law. In 
1925 a compulsory. school attendance bill was 
passed. Early in the present session a com- 
panion measure, regulating the employment of 
minors in the District, was presented and met 
with almost universal support. 

Such opposition as developed came from rep. 
resentatives of the telegraph companies and 
the various Washington newspapers, hoth 
industries making large use of the services of 
minors. Their opposition was not against the 
bill in principle, but against certain of its 
provisions that they felt bore too severe upon 
minors. During the hearings on the measure 
these objections were presented and certain 
amendments agreed upon. The bill as finally 
reported, therefore, commands practically uni- 
versal support.

~~ The final appeal of the community chest is 


that its purpose is to rémedy the weaknesses 
of the present child labor law and to give the 
children of the District of Columbia a measure 
of protection from working conditions detri- 
mental to their health, education and well- 
being equal to that which is given children in 
the majority of the States. Furthermore it 
sets up machinery for the administration and 
enforcement of its provisions, a detail in which 
the present legislation is sadly inadequate, and 
provides penalties for those guilly of violating 
its provisions. 

The day has passed when any reputable busi- 
ness man wants to exploit children or minors. 
It is only against individuals whose sense of 
morals and justice is inferior to their insati- 
able desire for financial gain that child labor 
legislation has to be wrtten. Minors should be

A BUREAU THAT MAKES LAW. 


The Senate has attached an amendment to 
the appropriation for the Shipping Board. to 
the effect that none of the appropriation «hall 
be used to maintain the “sea service bureau,” 
The bureau is now nothing but an employment 
office, performing services which by law are 
assigned to the shipping commissioners, 
whom offices are provided in every port 
entry that is also a port of ocean navigation. 

The first duty of the shipping commissioner's 
Office is *‘to afford facilities for engaging sea- 
men by keeping a register of their names and 
characters.’’ This is exactly the work that the 
Sea Service Bureau is doing at an expense of 
about $150,000 a:year. This is an inexcusable 
waste of public money. If the shipping com- 
missioners have not done this duty they should 
do it, as required by law.

| duty of seeing that the laws relating to sea- 
' men are obeyed. 


There are certain laws for 
the protection of the seamen which would be 
obeyed if this work was done by the shipping 
commissioners. Among these laws are cer- 
tain penalties for misconduct when committed 
by the seamen or when committed by the offi- 
cers of the vessel. The Sea Service Bureau 
disregards these laws, and places men on what 
is called the deferred list (black list) in lieu 
of submitting those men to the regular authori- 
ties for trial and punishment. These laws 
were passed to protect life and property at sea 
by maintaining proper skill and discipline. To 
disregard those laws and substitute therefor 
the whim of the owner, the master and the Sea 
Service Bureau must necessarily result in 
fostering a disregard for law and in driving 
skilled and law-abiding seamen from. the 
service. 

By its own admission, the Sea Service 
Bureau uses the deferred list in lieu of the 
penalties not only for serious infractions of 
discipline but even for crimes. This is a 
vicious system of law-making by a bureatt, in 
disregard of the laws of Congress. The bureau 
should be abolished. The House conferees 
should accept the Senate amendment to the 
Shipping Board bill. 


“THE CURSE OF SCOTLAND.” 


The unexpected death of the Earl of Erroll 
removes one who was not only a distinguished 
British diplomat and playwright, but also one 
who, as chieftain of the Clan Hay and he-edi- 
tary Lord High Constable and Knight Marischal 
of Scotland, held a unique place in all that 
part of the island of Britain that lies north 
of the Tweed. To Scotsmen it meant much 
to have one of their own acting as British 
high commissioner on the Interallied Rhine- 
land Commission, but it meant more that he 
was head of the great house of Hay and that, 
in virtue of his hereditary offices, he took prec- 
edence of every Scottish peer. Victor Alexan- 
der Sereld Hay, twenty-first Earl of Erroll, 
was’ born in 1876, and so was but 52 when 
death took him in the midst of what promised 
to be a great career. 

The Hays of Erroll have been intimately as- 
sociated in fact, as well as in song and story, 
with Slains Castle on the coast of Aberdeen- 
shire, granted more than six centuries ago to 
the Sir Gilbert Hay of that day by King Robert 
Bruce. It was at Slains Castle that was pre- 
served the eighteenth century relic known 
by the ominous name of the ‘‘Curse of Scot- 
land.’’ ‘The well-authenticated tradition is 
that, on the eve of the Battle of Culloden in 
1746, the English commander, known in bhis- 
tory as the bloody Duke of Cumberland and, 
to Scottish people in particular, as the 
“Butcher of Culloden,” was at the gaming 
table and, in accordance with the custom of 
the period, was also deep in his potations. 
Remembering the pending battle, he gave an 
order that no quarter was to be given on the 
morrow. The general who received this order 
was horror-stricken, as well he might be. and, 
in his own justification, asked to have it put 
in writing. Thereupon the duke seized the 
card that was nearest to him, which happened 
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to be the nine of diamonds, and on it he wrote

Prince Charley. Hence the “butcher” epithet. 

From that day to our own any nine of. dia- 
monds has been commonly called the “Curse 
of Scotlan@.” The particular card on which 
Cumberland wrote ‘was kept at Slains Castle 
until that building, having passed from the 

Hays, was pulled down in 1925, In the dem- 
olition of the castle, the card disappeared, 
and its present location is unknown, if, in- 
deed, it is any longer in existence at all. 


THE VISIT TO THE GRAVES, 

A bill authorizing the President, in coopera- 
tion with the American Red Cross, to arrange 
pilgrimages of Gold Star Mothers and war 
widows to France for the purpose of visiting 
the graves of their sons and husbands has 
been passed by the House. Mothers and 
widows, should the bill receive the approval 
of the Senate, will be taken abroad in groups, 
each to remain in France approximately two 
weeks. First-class accommodations are to be 
provided either on Government-owned ships, 
or upon ships chartered by the Government. 
Passports are to be provided by the Depart- 
ment of State, and in the case of aliens, immi- 
gration laws are to be temporarily suspended. 
The bill calls for no specific appropriation, 
authorizing the expenditure of “such sum as 
may be necessary.’’

MOTOR GAS AND LIQUOR TRANSPORT, 


‘The Supreme Court of the United States has 
decided that owners of automobiles, whether 
they are individuals or corporations, have the 
right to recover their property when used 
without their pefmission in the unlawful trans- 
portation of intoxicating liquor.

The Supreme Court has merely reaflirmed a 
fundamental point in law—that the indi- 
vidual’s property rights must be respected.

Within a single 30-day period, four persons 
were killed and two injured in attempting to 
board moving trains on the New Haven Rail- 
road. Despite the warnings the company had 
posted in conspicuous places, commuters pre- 
ferred to take a chance rather than brook a 
delay of a few minutes until the next train 
departed. Now, however, every person who 
attempts to board or leave a train before it 
has come to a full stop is being served with a 
summons by the Westchester County police, 
and the railroad company intends to prosecute. 
Public opinion should be on its side. 


In the opinion of more than 1,800 clergymen 
of the Episcopal Church prohibition is a fail- 
ure. A poll of the Church Temperance Society 
of that denomination resulted in a vote of 
1,304 to 501 in denunciation of the eighteenth 
amendment. The Jaw, according to the society, 
has “hampered the medica] profession, cor- 
rupted politics and made the underworld semi- 
respectable” and it, therefore, favors “volun- 
tary temperance by moral education.” Tem- 
perance, in other words, is a matter of per- 
sonal behavior, not of legal compulsion. 


George Remus, acquitted of murder on the 
ground of insanity only a few months ago and 
committed to an asylum, has begun his effort 
to be released. Six alienists are to testify 
that the former king of the bootleggers is in 
full possession of his mental faculties. It 
may be that the half dozen mental specialists 
will not become as famous as the jury that sat 
in the Remus case, but they are certain to do 
as much to create disrespect of the law in the 
eyes of the public, ,

RAIN AFTER THUNDER. 

That it often rains harder after a 
vivid flash of lightning and heavy peal 
of thunder is a fact well known to 
meteorologists, says the Pathfinder. 
Strictly speaking, however, the “rain 
gush,” as weather experts call it, is 
caused by neither the Nghtning nor 
the thunder. According to the United 
States Weather Bureau, the phenome- 
non is explained as follows: A cloud is 
electrified when raindrops are produced 
by a rapidly rising mass of warm, 
humid air. The greater the quantity 
of suspended raindrops, the greater, in 
general, will be the quantity of elec- 
tricity. Therefore, when there is a 
large amount of rain already formed in 
a cloud there is often a corresponding- 
ly heavy discharge of lightning fol- 
lowed by thunder, The light from the 
discharge, the thunder and the rain- 
drops all start down at the same time. 


But the light, being much faster, is 
seen before the thunder is heard; and 
the drops, being slower even than the 
thunder, follow immediately. Thus the 
action of the rising air on the rain- 
drops causes the lightning, and the 
paige causes the thunder.

stone in the vaulting of the choir, the 
temporary inclosing of the crossing, the 
erection of four crossing piérs, the in- 
stallation of several large stained glass 
windows, and the carving of sculptural 
figures on both the exterior and in- 
terior walls of the edifice. Arrange- 
ments will be made to secure the serv- 
ices of an eminent sculptor and a de- 
signer of stained glass windows, it was 
stated. 

The cathedral building activities are 
concentrated at present on the cholr 
walls and the four great crossing pliers 
which ultimately will support the cen- 
tral tower of the edifice.

There was almost no rabies in 
Germany in the period just prior 
,\to the World War. According to Dr 
Kitt, the authorities had about wiped 
ithe disease out. When the 
|came back from the war they brought 
‘home a miscellaneous assortment 
| trench pets. Dogs rank first among 
these. In part due to the soldiers’ dogs 
and in part due to the general let- 
down in authority subsequent to the 
war, Germany is being overrun by stray 
dogs. Between 1910 and 1924 the num- 
ber of cases of rabies in dogs averaged 
about 400 a year. In 1924 there were 
2,191 such cases. Prior to 1914 the 
number of people bitten by dogs aver- 
aged about 200 a year. In 1923 the 
number of persons officially reported 
as having been bitten by dogs was 
1,400. 

They are taking active steps to bring 
the situation under control. All stray 
dogs are shot. Dogs must be licensed. 
Every licensed dog must wear a collar 
on which are the owner’s name and ad- 
dress. Muzzling is required. 

Vaccination of dogs is not requtred. 
The importation of dogs can only be 
through quarantine stations in which 
the dogs are held for observation.

They are, 
he said, that the lookout on the 8-4 
should have sighted the Pauling; that 
it was the duty of the submarine, un- 
der the international rules of the road. 
to keep clear of the Paulding, which 
Was on her starboard bow, and it was 
the duty of the craft to avoid surface 
vessels.” 

However, the Bureau of Navigation 
did not concur with the court that 
personal responsibility for the coili- 
sion should be placed in part on the 
late submarine commander because it 
said, it is not Known what actually 
transpired on the 8-4.

4 records to a philanthropic organization 
seeking to supply mothers who can not 
pay frequent doctor bills with a pam- 
phiet on the care of young children, was 
deplored by Mrs. Giles Scott Rafter at 
the meeting of the District Congress of 
Parent-Teacher Associations yesterday 
at the Burlington Hotel. 

This organization, the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Health Education, headed by Emile 
Berliner, has since 1921 supplied daily 
to mothers a copy of a pamphlet en- 
titled “The Well Nourished Baby,” 
written by Dr. Alfred J. Steinberg, tn 
cooperation with Mr. Berliner, Mrs 
Rafter said. 

This pamphlet, which, she said, has 
done untold good in Washington, was 
supplied to mothers appearing on the 
dally birth records, which naturally 
were the only means the organization 
had of determining the names of the 
inothers in order to send the pamphlet 
+. to them. 


Medical Society Involved.

Mr. Berliner has explained that “the 
chief object of the pamphlet is to place 
in the hands of less affluent mothers a 
reliable guide for feeding her baby, 
especially if she can not, or should not, 
nurse it.” He said that “a reliable, 
gratultous publication seems to be a 
irecessity for a large class of mothers. 
It is assumed that mothers who can 
afford the daily or less frequent visits 
of a family physician will do so.” He 
explained that his bureau did not 
mean to supplant the family physician | 
with the pamphlet. 

However, it is said that the District 
Medical Society tried to prevent Ber- 
liner’s organization from having the 
birth records in 1924. They lost their 
fight then, it is said, and the bureau 
was permitted to continue to receive 
the birth lists. Mrs. Rafter pointed 
out thfat the act approved March 1, 
1903, dealing with the public records of 
births in the District, states that the 
lists shall be open to all such persons 
“having an interest in any particular 
matter contained therein,” meaning, 
she said, “the lives and health of the 
mothers and babies of Washington.” 


Child Training Discussed. 


Mrs. Rafter told the mothers that 
the District Medical Society had re- 
fused to cooperate with the parent- 
teacher associations in their summer 
round-up of preschool children for 
medical examination before entering 
school. She declared that she could 
mot understand how this would influ- 
ence medical practice,

BUILDING FUND BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Treasury-Postoffice Measure 
Carries $6,180,000 for 
Federal Housing. 


The Treasury Department-Postoffice 
appropriation bill, carrying $6,180,000 
for the Federal building program, was 
passed by the Senate late yesterday. It 
now goes to conference, the Senate 
having made.a sight change in the 
bill as passed by the House. 

There was no discussion of the local 
items in the bill. These are as follows: 
For purchase of the Southern Railway 
Building, $2,680,000; for continuing 
work on the new Department of Com- 


merce Building, $1,40,000; for con- 
tinuing work on the new Internal 
Revenue Building, $1,500,000; for an 


addition to the Government Printing 
Office, $600,000. 

The bill also carries an appropria- 
tion of $100,000 for commencing con- 
struction on a new 6380,000 custom 
house and postoffice building in Alex- 
andria, Va. It also provides $126,150 to 
pay the rent for space being used in the 
National Press Club Building by the 
Internal Revenue Bureau.

YOUTH UNDER $1,500 
BOND IN GIRL’S CASE 


Maryland Authorities Seeking 
Custody of Three Accused 
by Waitress. 


Robert Fogg, 27 years old, one of 
three defendants acquitted Tuesday in 
Criminal Court on a charge of having 
feloniously asaulted an 18-year-old 
waitress, was ordered released under 
$1,500 bond yesterday by Justice Catley 


after he had sued out a writ of habeas 
corpus to prevent being turned over to 
the Marylan: authorities, 

It appears that these authorities en- 
tertain the opin'on that the offense 
charged against the defendants: was 
committed in Maryland and not in the 
District as alleged in the indictment, 

E Russell Kelly, counsel for Fogg, 
stated that his client and Clyde M. 
Leonard, a codefendant, were acquitted 
because the jury believed no force was 
used against the girl, whereas Assistant 
District Attorney Willlam H. Collins 
took the view that the jury believed 
that the offense was committed In 
Maryland. The other defendant, Sam- 
uel Kushner, was acquitted by a direct 
verdict of not guilty. The indictment 
alleged that the offense was cammitted 
on Riggs road near the District line on 
December 15, 1927, after a roadhouse 
party in Maryland. 

Mr. Kelly declared that the Mary- 
land authorities were preparing requisi- 
tion papers for Leonard and Kushner. 
Fogg was arrested immediately after ais 
acquittal. Rudolph H. Yeatman, of 
counsel for Kushner, stated that the de- 
fendants had once been in jeopardy, 
and could not be retried for the same 
offense. The hearing in Fogg’s case was 
set for March 6.
